about $3.50 a foot as does 
stucco, but stucco’s cost does 
not 
include interior finish.

Collins, Murphy said with 
lieut wall construction 
and equivalent design under 
equivalent 
environm ental 
conditions, stucco 
would 
not need m aintenance any 
so o n e r 
th a n 
m a s o n ry . 
Murphy added that stucco is 
m ore fluid and m ore a r ­ 
chitecturally workable as a 
m aterial than m asonry. 


C om m issioners also heard 
a request from L arry Conte 
to consider changing

use of stucco, but the staff 
would not recom m end the 
revision to the commission.

with a few basic principles, 
according to one housing and 
home furnishings specialist.

doorway to doorway," says

Her 
suggestions 
for 
creating space where there 
really isn’t any include the 
following— 
Make the backgrounds— 
walls, ceiling and floor— 
seem to expand Make the 
walls lighter than the floor, 
and make the ceiling lighter 
than the walls. Mirrored 
walls help create a feeling of 
spaciousness. 
Choose small-size fur­ 
niture for small spaces. 


Keep lines and styles of the 
pieces clean-cut and simple. 
Chairs with see-through 
backs and without arms, 
upholstered pieces without 
skirts, and casepieces with 
small legs make the room 
look less crow'ded. 
Hanging consoles, desks 
and storage pieces frees the 
perimeter of the room, just 
above the floor, creating a 
more spacious look. 


In arranging furniture, try 
to leave the center of the 
room as free as possible. 
Use 
enough 
light 
to 
eliminate harsh and definite 
shadows. A few simple, 
functional accessories add to 
the style of the room—too 
many 
destroy 
the 
spaciousness. 


“ The feeling of space you 
create in a small room will 
be worth the effort in terms 
of enjoyment and pleasure,” 
Miss Gottschalk concluded.

In the past month, there 
has been a great deal of 
concern in Congress over the 
issue of forced busing ot 
students to achieve racial 
balance. On March ii , the 
House of 
Representatives 
passed, by a vote of 239-168. 
an 
am endment 
to

Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act of 1965, which 
would prohibit the use of any 
funds to implement forced 
busing of student 
Sub­ 
sequently, the Senate, on 
May 20 also passed the same 
Education Bill, but adopted 
a mild anti busing proposal. 
Both bills are now in Con­ 
ference Committee, with the 
m ajo r 
debate 
centered 
around the proposed strong 
anti-busing 
provision 
I 
expect a final decision by the 
end of the summer. 
Our fight against forced 
busing 
began 
back 
in 
December w'hen I first in­ 
troduced an amendment to 
the Emergency Energy Act 
to prevent students in public 
schools from being bussed 
past 
their 
neighborhood 
schools, except to special 
classes. 
During the course of that 
debate, I pointed out that 
forced busing was making 
an unnecessary demand on 
our already sc a rc e fuel 
supplies. In Dallas, where 
we have a 
minimum 
of 
busing, we use over 92,000 
gallons of gas per year at a 
cost of over $400,000 per 
year. While in the more 
heavily bussed area, such as 
Memphis, busing consumed 
over 1,029,000 gallons of gas 
at a cost of over $3.5 million 
in 1973 alone.

MADISON, Wis. (UPI) - 
Many persons have com ­ 
plained about unseasonably 
cool weather this year, but 
Dr. Reid A. Bryson of the 
University of Wisconsin says 
temperatures actually are 
back to normal after a 30- 
year warm spell. 
But, it seems, there has 
been 
plenty 
to 
complain 
about. 
For 
example, 
the 
record low 52 degrees at 
Atlanta Monday, or the 
chilly 47 at Chattanooga, 
Tenn., of the bleak 38 at 
Sioux Falls, S D. 
Abnormally cold? No way, 
says Dr. Bryson of the UW’s 
Institute of Environmental 
Studies. 
“It was warmer from 1930 
to 1960, but that was very 
unusual if you look at the last 
300 years,” 
Bryson 
said. 
“We only think it was nor­ 
mal because it was all we 
knew. 
Actually it 
is ab­ 
normal. 
“The colder temperatures 
we are having now are the 
real normal,” he said. 
He noted the jetstream — 
atmospheric winds 
providing a route for ex ­ 
treme weather system s — 
has been in a winter position 
during spring and summer 
months lately, but it is only 
an indicator. 
“To say it is the cause of 
the weather change is to say 
som eone 
has 
m alaria 
because he has a fever,” 
Bryson said. 
He said temperatures are 
back to normal now because 
of less volcano activity the 
past 40 years. 
Volcanoes put dust high in 
the atmosphere which cuts 
out sunlight,” he said. “Now 
the temperatures are cat­ 
ching up with the fact there 
h aven ’t 
been 
any 
volcanoes.” 
Bryson said that though 
the cooler weather is no 
reason for complaining, it 
could be a source of serious 
worry 
for people 
in 
the 
monsoon lands. 
“ E verytim e the higher 
latitudes have cooled off, the 
monsoon rains fail,” he said. 
“That 
means 
drought 
in 
India, Pakistan, Burma —all 
the hungry half of the world. 
And the way it looks, they 
have trouble.”

Brobeck Won t Pay

Brobeck, of Beaver, Pa., is

In all, six persons 
ave filed suit in federal 
ourt in Pittsburgh and 
bout IO other similar suits 
ave been filed in other 
[ates, according to John 
lines, trial attorney for the 
ax division of the Justice 
>epartment in Washington. 
“This whole saga began 
litially when Mr. Brobeck 
egan filing incom e tax 
eturns which had no in- 
Drmation except his name 
nd address,” Hines said. 


Jailed for Contempt 
Hines said the 
IRS in- 
orm ed Brobeck the in ­ 
oculation was insufficient, 
irobeck, former president 
if an automobile dealership, 
it first refused to supply 
ecords of his business 
ransactions. He was sent to 
ail for contempt of court for 
six months, then released 


when he said he would look 
for the records. He contends 
the records cannot be found 
and 
his case is 
still 
in 
litigation. 
Brobeck’s and the five 
other western Pennsylvania 
suits against the IRS are all 
alike They ask a three-judge 
federal panel to rule on the 
constitutionality of the IRS 
Code 
and 
the 
Federal 
R eserve. 
The 
plaintiffs 
claim seven amendments to 
the U. S. Constitution are 
violated by the government 
in collecting the federal 
income tax. But the thrust of 
the argument rests on the 5th 
Amendment which deals 
with self-incrimination. 
One of the other plaintiffs 
is Dr. Raymond M. Hart­ 
man, 
Rochester. 
Pa., 
an 
optometrist. 
“We are pleading the 5th 
Amendment 
to 
protect 
ourselves,” he said. 
“We 
take the position we don’t 
owe a tax.” 
Says Taxes Misused 
Hartman explained that 
those who have filed the suits 
do not object to paying a 
constitutionally levied tax. 
However, he said that when 
the Federal Reserve System 
was created in 1913, the 
Congress gave away its 
constitutional power to levy 
and collect taxes. 
“We are trying to get our 
5th Amendment rights ad­ 
judicated and this is why we 
are filing these suits, he 
said.” 
Hartman also says 
the 
taxes 
that 
have 
been 
collected are not being used 
for the proper support of the 


government. 
“We feel that these monies 
being collected by the IRS 
are not being used to benefit 
us, but rather are being used 
to enslave us.” 


“Liberty Amendment” 
As examples of alleged 
m isuse 
of 
federal 
tax 
dollars, Hartman said an 
organization known as the 
“Liberty Amendment” has 
compiled a list of unusual 
fe d e r a l 
e x p e n d itu r e s. 
Among them, Hartman said, 
was a $5,000 appropriation to 
study the diving behavior of 
seals, $20,323 for a study of 
the mating calls of American 
frogs, 
and 
$20,000 
for 
research on the blood groups 
of Polish pigs. 
Hines 
said 
Brobeck, 
Hartman and 
the others 
“have a 
belief 
that 
the 
Federal 
Reserve 
System, 
the 
IRS 
Code 
and 
the 
Coinage and Currency Act 
are all unconstitutional. For 
that reason they object to the 
payment of federal income 
taxes. *1 
“They feel the Federal 
R eserve 
System 
is 
un­ 
constitutional because it is 
not backed by the gold and 
silver standards. They say 
the money is not backed up 
by any standards.” 
However, Hines noted that 
Brobeck, as president of the 
auto agency, did accept 
paper money when he sold 
cars. 
The contempt proceedings 
against Brobeck and 
the 
suits are all under ad­ 
visem ent 
before federal 
court in Pittsburgh.
